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Flag Ship of Admiral Crowninshield Badly Injured 
While Entering Harbor of Christiania, Norway. 
Steering Gear Fails To Work. 


Christiania, Norway, July 14.—Owing to 
a faulty steering gear the United States 
Dattle ship Illinois, Admiral Crownuin- 
shield’s flag ship, which has arrived here 
with the United States cruisers Chicago 
and Albany, struck the bottom of the 
harbor. The accident will compel her to 
go back to England and be placed tn dry 
dock there. 

While the Illinois was standing into the 
harbor, leading the squadron, her steer- 
ing gear-failed and her helm jammed 
hard to starboard with the ship headed 
Straight for the shore. Both anchors 
Were let go and her engines were backed 
promptly, but the port anchor chain 


parted, The ship struck an obstruction and 


a hole was punched in her bottom. Two 


small compartments filled with water, the 
crew were piped to collision quarter hand 
and the water tight doors were closed. 
The rest of the squadron stood into the 
inner harbor. The Illinois was eventual- 
ly backed off and anchored safely. 

Rear Admiral Crowninshield probably 
will shift his flag to the Chicago and the 
remainder of the proposed Baltic cruise 
may be abandoned. 

Washington, July 14.—The navy depart- 
ment this afternoon received a cablegram 
from Rear Admiral.Crowninshield, stat- 
ing that the battle ship Illinois went 
aground, today while entering Christiania 
harbor. The admiral said that both en- 
gines were backed, but not in time ito 
prevent the disaster and that the IIli- 
nois will have to be docked for repairs.

Chicago, July 15.—Eight police-

A riot call sent to the station was 
responded to by several wagons of 
patrolmen, and after a fierce conflict 
with the obstructing crowd the wag- 
ons were rescued, and the drivers, 
oruised by missiles, were able to 
reach a place of safety. 


Chicago, July 15.—At 2 o'clock this 
morning a conference between tfie na- 
tional executive board of the teamsters, 
Team Owners’ Association, Freight 
Handlers’ Union, Chicago Federation of 
Labor and the truck téamsters’ executive 
committee resulted in a new proposition 
which will be presented to the railway 
managers today.

BRIBERY IS HINTED ATI N 
LETTER 10 WARDEN HAWK 


Caught in Mississippi, He Will Come 
Back To Wear a Ball and Chain, 
an Ominous Warning to 
His Fellow Pris- 
oners. 


After a trifle more than five months 
of stolen liberty, haunted by the fear ol 
detection and capture, and with mind 
and soul beyond all doubt racked with 
the belief that all eyes viewed him with 
suspicion, Henry East, known as No. 
82, the first convict to escape from 
the federal prison here, has been retaken 
and is now in the hands of employees of 
Uncle Sam’s big Atlanta guard house. 

East was captured at Brandon, Miss., 
54 miles from Jackson. He was taken by 
Sheriff Cook of that place. It. is not yet 
definitely known for what offense East 
was arrested, but almost as soon as he 
had been placed in the prison Boer 
Cook noted his resemblance to the pho- 
tographs and descriptions that had been 
scattered broadcast through the terri- 
tory this side of the Mississippi river. 

With the return of East to the prison 
here it is expected thac some sensational 
developments wi:!l materialize to show 
that the convict did not get away as has 
been reported. East left a letter for the 
warden hinting at bribery having been 
accomplished, and the warden himself 
does not hesitate to say he believes East 
escaped either because the guard was 
asleep at the time or because East suc- 
ceeded in his efforts at bribery. 

The Mississippi sheriff took a brace of 
law offenders in tow at the time of 
East's arrest, the latter, it is believed 
from recent developments, having tat 
up with a pal, the more surely to ao 
capture, or the more successfully to re 
sist it In event {it should come. East 
was subjected to a critical comparison 
with Warden Hawk's description, and 
the result was a complete verification ot 
his belief that the captured man was 
the escaped convict wanted in Atlanta. 

Identification Made Complete. 

Satisfied he had the right man, Sheriff 
Cook telegraphed Warden Hawk. Imme- 
diately there was forwarded to Missis- 
sippi a more minute and detailed descrip- 
tion of the man, which fitted perfectly. ~ 

Warden Hawk detailed J. M. Nye, the 
Bertillon expert now stationed at the 
prison, and M. L. Petty, formerly a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta police force, but now 
captain of the night watch at the prison, 
to go to Brandon for East. The two offi- 
cers left last Friday for Mississippi, and 
yesterday morning Warden Hawk re- 
ceived a telegram from Mr. Nye re- 
moving the last doubt as to the man be- 
ing East. The escaped convict had been 
identified by sight by .Captain Petty, to 
whom. he had become known through 
association. He was further identified by 
Mr. Nye through the infallible medium 
of the Bertillon system. The following

Within a few days, therefore, R. H. 
East wili again be safely in the grasp 
of Uncle Sam, and will have time more 
than ample to ponder dover his brief and 
illegitimate respite from stripes and iron 
bars, and to ‘‘wish he had never done 
it.” A short delay in which to comply 
with certain necessary formalities will 
be required before the return trip can be 
made from Mississippi, but it is certain 
that East will again be doing the lock- 
step in the zebra garb of the convict 
before the present week has ended, 

The Story of East’s Escape. 

The sensational escape of East is siill 
fresh in the minds of the readers‘of The 
Constitution. East was utilized at the 
prison as a barber. On the afternoon of 
March 5 last East was employed at 
shaving one of the guards. The work 
completed, the guard claimed he arose 
from the chair, saying to East that he 
would go to the floor above and relieve 
a brother guard, who was waiting to be 
shaved. The time that e“psed between 
the exit of one guard and the appearance 
of the other was Yess than two minutes, 
but the sécond prison attache reached 
the barber shop only to find that East 
had made his escape by going through a 
narrow crevice existing between the solid 
iron bar of the grating and the window 
ledge. Although the space through which 
he crawled was not more than 6 inches 
in extent; stil] through it this man of 
eveh more than ordinary size wormed his 
way. 

This was the first of the convicts at 
the federal prison to escape. Immediate- 
ly Warden Hawk started the detective 
machinery at work; nor has he been idle 
one day or hour since to put the prisoner 
again behind the bars. 

East Writes to Warden Hawk. 

Since Bast’s escape Warden Hawk has 
received three letters at different times. 
These communications were posted at 
points in eastern states, many miles 
from the direction it was believed East 
would take. 

In each of these letters to Warden 
Hawk the uppermost desire of East was 
to impress the fact that he was working 
his way to one of the big eastern ports. 
There, he wrote, he intended to get 
aboard some vessel bound for a foreign 
country. He warned Warden Hawk 
against any attempts at his recapture, 
saying he was heavily armed, was fully 
determined never to be retaken and would 
fight any attempt at capture to the 

_death. In hts last letter East wrote 
Trt he had been joined by. a pal, who 
to 48 a man of nerve and as true as steel. 

e said they intended to stick together 
and would not be taken at any cost. In 
this letter he also reiterated his inten- 
tion of making for the eastern seacoast. 
This pal referred to by East is believed 
ta be the other man arrested by Sheriff 
Cook in Mississippi and he will be closely 
Investigated. 

These letters, said Warden Hawk, only 
strengthen his belief that East was head- 
ed for the west, with Indian Territory 
as the end of his journey. 

Probably the most sensational part of 
East's escape and the facts surrounding 
it is yet to come. It may develop either 

» that one of the guards at the prison 
was bribed, or that he was even more 
flagrantly negligent of duty than was 
at first believed. This does not in the 
faintest way relate to the present corps 
of guards at the prison, for the warden 
Says the men he now has are tried and 
true. The man who was responsible for 
the escape of East, in less than a week 
after the affair occurred, was summarily 
dismissed. Warden Hawk took only time 
enough to employ the forms necessary 
in such cases with Washington. 

The warden says with the return of 
East he expects to glean some interest- 
ing facts. He declares it is his inten- 
tion to probe the matter to the bottom 
@nd learn the truth. In discussing the 
Matter yesterday, he sald: 

Suspicions of the Warden. 

“J cannot see how it is possible for 
@fy man to have gotten away as East 
is said to have escaped. In my opinion 
the guard either went to sleep and gave 
East ample time in which to go leis-

WAR SHIPS IN MIMIC WAR 
Preparing for the Naval Maneuvers 
on — Coast. 


DEWEY TO BE AN UMPIRE 


Admiral Will Decide Whether At- 
tacking or Defending Forces Have 
Better of the Engagement.

Washington, July 14.—Plans are mate- 
rializing for the naval movements which 
will. precede the joint .army ‘and, naval 
maneuvers this autumn. The ‘arrange- 


hands of Rear Admiral Higginson, com- 
manding the north.auantie station, and 
he is expected soon to settle the matters 
of general detail, such as the limits with-

The task of the individual judges will 
not be an easy one, for the entire scheme 
of the exercises is to be based on proba- 
bility. For instance, a battle ship steams 
up past one of the Staten island forts 
in the dead of night.

urely about making his escape, or ‘the 
guard was bribed to let East get away. 

“The very facts of the case bear me 
out in my suspicion. The guard says 
,e came out of the barber shop, and as 
he was about to ascend the stairs he 
saw East pass out from the barber shop 
and cross the hall at the foot of “the 
stairs, going to another room to procure 
some hot water to be used in the shav- 
ing. This guard did not have to go 
more than ten or a dozen steps to where 
the other guard was waiting. The latter 
went immediately to the barber shop, 
ovuly to find that East had gone. 

‘In making his way back across the 
hall to. the barber shop Bast necessarily 
would have walked a greater distance 
than that covered by the two guards in 
changing positions so the second one 
could get shaved. It is reasonable to 
suppose that only a matter of seconds 
could have elapsed while East was out 
of sight of one of the guards. 

“It certainly must have been only after 
a hard struggle of several minutes that 
East wriggled his way under the win- 
dow. And yet it is asserted he made 
away in the brief time it took the guards 
to change. But, even granting this, East 
actually took the time to write me a 
letter and leave it for me at the place 
where he escaped. In this letter he stated 
that he liked the prison very well, but 
belleved he would leave, as he liked it 
better on the outside. He wrote that it 
would be very easy for any of the men 
to get away if they would act as he had, 
referring to the guards as ‘blokes’ and 
‘stiffs,’ and insinuating that he had re- 
sorted to bribery. My suspicion is also 
strengthened by the fact that one ef 
the men at the prison but a short time 
before had lost some ‘money. and we 
have reason to believe this was taken by 
East. 

“I expect to learn some interesting 
from East, and shall use my 
utmost endeavor to persuade him by 
every legitimate means to tell the whole 
story.’’ 

R. H. East was serving a fifteen years 
sentence for burglary wh he made his 
escape from the Atlanta prison on March 
9 last. He was convicted in Central Dis- 
trict, Indian Territory, and was brought 
here from the penitentiary in Columbus, 
Ohio, on February 21 last. At the time 
of his outbreak Bast had served two 
years and six months. Under the plan 
employed at the Ohio prison of shorten- 
ing the penal term of a prisoner for 
good behavior, East had seventy-five 
days to his credit. All of this time East 
will lose, nor will he be eligible here- 
after to a shortening of his fifteen years 
Sentence. He must now work it out to 
the limit until Uncle Sam bids him g0 
again into the outer world.

BOERS ARE HURRYING HOME. 


Prisoners from Bermuda Have 
Reached New York. 

New York, July 14—Among the pas- 
sengers who arrived today by the steam- 
er Pretoria, from Bermuda, were 108 
Boers who were prisoners at Bermuda. 

The Boers were clad in the same suits 
they wore in South Africa. Among the 
most prominent of the officers were Gen- 
eral G. B. Wessels, Peter F. Steyn, a 
brother of President Steyn, of the Or- 
ange Free State, and Joubert Reitz a 
son of the Free State secretary. None 
of the officers would talk about the way 
they had been treated in Bermuda. 

“We are all going home as quickly 
as possible,”’ said General Wessels, “and 
if there was a boat going to South Af- 
rica tomorrow we would take it. We 
will try to build up our burned houses 
and restore things to their old standing. 
I shall join my wife and family in Pre- 
toria. None of them has been captured, 
although my sons served all through the 
war and were both wounded.” 

The youngest member of the crowda 
was 12 years of age—M. J. DeWet, cous- 
in, he says, Of the general. He is accom- 
panied by his brother, P. . Dewet 
who is 21 years of age. Both boys were 
captured near Kimberley while serving 
under Commandant Jacobs. 

James L. Malloy. of Boston, and Mi- 
chae]l H. Alley, of Nevada, American 
officers, arrived with the Boers. Malloy 
said he had gone to South Africa from 
America with a Red Cross hmbulance 
corps and then joined the foers.

FOR M’LAURIN 


Senator Tillman Will Make a 
Bitter Fight Against His 
Colleague,: 


TILLMAN MAYBE ABLE 
TO STAY CONFIRMATION 


Indications Are That Senior Senator 
Will Trouble McLaurin Greatly 
Before the Later Is Con- 
firmed for the Court 
of Claims. 


Washington, July 14.—(Special.)—Senator 
McLaurin, of South Carolina, has the dis- 
tinction of being the first member of the 
senate to dine with the president af his 
summer retreat at Oyster Bay. Senator 
McLaurin’s visit to the president has oc- 
casioned the reiteration of the announce- 
ment, with almost official directness, that 
the junior. senator from South Carolina 
is ta be appointed judge of the United 
States court of claims. There is no news 
in the mere announcement that Sénator 
McLaurin may receive this much sought 
after life appointment at Washington. 
The news will develop when the appoint- 
ment is’ actually made and Senator Till- 
man, the senior senator from South Car- 
Olina, opens his fight against his col- 
league’s confirmation in the United States 
senate. 

Senator Tillman has registered a solémn 
vow that he will oppose Senator Mc- 
Laurin’s appointment to the judicial office 
which the president may bestow upon 
him. Senator Tillman does not. hesitate 
to tell] those who discuss the McLaurin 
question with him that he does not be- 
lieve Senator McLaurin is qualified to 
occupy a life position in the judiciary. 
The politica relations between Senator 
Tillman and Senator McLaurin are strain- 
ed to such a point that Senator Tillman 
declares that he does not propose to carry 
his opposition to Senator McLaurin into 
an executive session, behind closed doors, 
but intends to say in open senate just why 
he does not believe his young colleague 
should be given a judicial appointment. 

It is understood that Senator Tilman 
proposes to place tn The Record all of 
the allegations he thas made from time 
to time charging Senator McLaurin With 
betraying the democratic party by his 
vote in faver of the peace treaty. He 
does not object to the republican adminis- 
tration “rewarding Senator McLaurin for 
his services,’’. ag Tillman expresses it, 
for that, he contends, will be a convinc- 
ing circumstance in the minds of most 
men of a direct deal between Senator 
McLaurin and the republican party. 

-Tillman To Use His Fork. 

So determined is Senator Tillman in 
this matter that he will endeavor to 
‘show from information in his possession 
that Senator McLaurin ts lacking in the 
essential qualities which would fit him 
for a position on the bench. This means 
that Senater Tillman proposes to get 
out his pitchfork and use it vigorously 
If ‘the presi- 
dent: concHides: to appoint Senator Mc- 
Laurin to a jud#eship, then, the McLaurin 
and Tillman fight promises to be of a 
most sensational character. If, on the 
other hand, the president should, after due 
deliberation, decide to appoint Senator 
McLaurin to a position not of a judicial 
character there would be no serious op- 
position on the part of Senator. Tillman. 
He has intimated as much to some of 
his personal friends in discussing the Mc- 
Laurin case. Senator Tillman is apparent- 
ly sincere when he says that he has no 
desire or intention to personally harass 
or persecute his young colleague. They 
were once warm personal and political 
friends. Senator Tillman's partisanship 
is so strong that he cannot overlook 
what he believes to be politica] treach- 
ery on the part of Senator McLaurin. 

There is grave doubt whether Sena- 
tor McLaurin can be confirmed by the 
senate should he be nominated for the 
judgeship. It is understood that the sen-

Minister Proposes To Work a Revolu-

Washington, July, 14—Tt is expected 
that Minister Wu will not leave Wash- 
ington for his new post in China for some 
weeks. His successor, Tdéang Chen Tung, 
is now attachéd to the. Chinese spécial 
embassy at the coronation of. King Ed- 
ward and the. emoassy is expected to at- 
tend the coronation ceremony in August. 

Officials yersonally acquainted with the 
new minister repreéent him @s a man of 
imposing stature, betnge over six feet in 
height and slightly inclined to stoutness. 
He speaks English with facility. 

Minister Wu, ih speaking today of his 
return to China,‘ said that the first and 
most urgent need of China was a finan- 
cial readjustment, so as to relieve the 
country of the great and increasing bur- 
den caused by the payment of foreign ob- 
ligations in high-priced gold, while silver 
was the only current money... 

Next in order the country, he said, 
wanted three things—education, railroads 
and newspapers. More young’ Chinese 
students should study in the United 
States and Europe and there should be a 
system of popular education, he said. 


Railroads were a strong force in educat- - 


ing the people by bringing them into 
closer contact and hfg er class news- 
papers were another form of education. 

Minister Wu intends to write two books 
—one on America for publication here, 
and the other on his observations outside 
of China for circulation in his native 
country. This latter work will be intend- 
ed to spread Mr. Wu's ideas among the 
people of his own country. 

London, July 15.—The Pekin correspond- 
ent af The Daily Mail telegraphs his pa- 
per that Sir Liang Chen Tung, whose ap-

Lord Hamilton's brother in 
law, the marquis of Lansdowne, is re- 
garded as certain to remain in the for- 
eign office, where he is carrying out lines 
laid down by Lord Salisbury. 

There is apparently no serious anticil- 
pation of a general election, though In 
Some quarters it is thought the desire 
attributed to the king to have a new 
parliament after his coronation might 
cause an appeal to the country, though 
the new premier is not believed to see 
any necessity therefor.

“Hear! Hear!” the members rising and 
keeping up the applause till Mr. Bal- 
four, who sidled along the treasury 
bench, nearly falling over Sir Mich4éel 
Hicks-Beach’s feet, reached his seat and 
buried his head in a voluminous ques- 
tion paper. He was blushing like a 
school girl. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
liberal leader, stopped further business 
by making such a feeling, personal ref- 
erence to Mr. Balfour as its seldom heard 
in legislative bodies, and which was de- 
livered with an emotion that quite un- 
nerved the premier.

'In Effect That’s the Way the 
General Regards Conduct 
of Major Waller. 


NATIVES HAD DONE NOTHING 
TO JUSTIFY EXECUTION 


General Chaffee Also Criticises the. 


Conduct of Day, Who, He Says, 
Should Not Have Carried 
‘Out the Orders of Major 

Waller. 


Washington, July 14.—The incoming 
Philippine mail brings the full printed 
record of the proceedings in the court- 
martial cases of Major L. W. T. Waller 
dnd Ideutenant John H. A. Day, of the 
marine ‘corps, growing out of the killing 
of some native bearers in Samar. 

The record shows that Major Waller 
was acquitted of the charge of murder, 


“there has been a miscarriage of justice 
in this case’ disapproves the finding and

He said that Lieuten- 
ant Day should have known that his com- 
manding officer, Waller, had for three 
weeks been under a test of mental ard 
physical endurance, such as few men are 
called upon to undergo; that he was sick 
with fever, his temperature was 106 and 
his body covered with painful sores. Day 
was the only officer not sick on duty, and 
fin the full possession of his - faculties, 
and his plain duty was to counsel delay 
in the execution of the orders to kill the 
natives.

gular accusations were made after the 
various committees appointed today had 
gone to the railroad managers with an 
amended schedule of wages. and with 
power to act. 

Secretary Driscoll, of the Chicago board 
of arbitration, says he learned that some 
of the committees, instead of submitting 
the schedule agreed upon, presented oth- 
ers and they did it under the approval 
of President Curran, of the freight han- 
dlers’ union, who said the 18 cents would 
be asked and if refused 17 1-2 cents 
would be asked, 

“That puts us in a nice position before 
the railroad managers,”’ said Secretary 
Driscoll bitterly: ‘‘President Curran has 
broken faith with us and has gone 
squarely back on his words. That set- 
tlegs matters between the board and the 
freight handlers. We shall have notf- 
ing mote td do' with Curran and his 
freight handlers. Neither shall we at- 
tempt to dissuade the teamsters if they 
desire to return to work tomorrow. If 
they do that it means defeat for the 
freight man.”’ 

Statement by Railroads. 

The general managers tonight issued 
the following statement: 

“The thinking public of Chicago is in- 
terested In knowing the facts in regard 
to the present strike, and it may draw 
its own conclusions. As has been stated 
ing for him and he was afraid to leave 
the depot.

‘“‘During the last ten days great pres- 
sure has been brought to bear upon the 
railroad officers to make any conces- 
sions that could terminate the strike 
and the teamsters in Chicago, tn viola- 
tion of the pledges of their authorized 


officers, who were disposed to stand firm, 
have struck in order to bring further 
pressure to bear upon the raflroads. 

“Rallroads companies are as much 
concerned in the welfare of Chicago as 
}any other vested interest, yet they are 
opposed to making any concessions that 
will result in ylelding control of their 
business to any labor organization. 

“In this strike a singular spectacle. fs 
presented on the part of organized labor. 
There is, on the one hand, a union the 
members of which struck without notice 
and whose officers would not permit its 
members to deal with their employers, 
while on the other hand another union 
whose members, without grievance of 
their own, have gone on a sympathetic 
strike in complete violation of their own 
agreements with their own employers 
made but a few weeks ago. This situa- 
tion must have its discouraging aspect to 
the law-abiding rank and le among 
the labor unions, so many of whom. as 
individuals, realize the absolute necessity 
of maintaining the integrity of contracts 
and agreements and must deplore their 
own inability to maintain such agree- 
ments with thelr employers when made, 
as in this case, through the intervention 
of the union.’’

Richmond, Va., July 14.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Harry Rodman and Miss Edith Wy- 
man, both of New York, were married 
at the Jefferson hotel here under circum- 
stances as romantic and unusual as ever 
accompanied a union in this city, and 
left tonight for New York with the pros- 
pect that the groom might be dead be- 
fore he got to Washington.

Only 
the immediate relatives of the groom, 
who had waited anxiously at his bedside 
as he lingered between life and death, 
attended the. pathetic bridal scene in 
what threatened to become at any moe 
ment a death chamber. 

The bride, who is a trained nurse, had 
twice nursed Dr. Rodman back to life 
when he aeemed almost dead.

STREET CAR CO. 
Cannot Consolidate Street Railway 
Lines in Nashville 


Properties Are Bonded at $6,500,- 
000, and if Supreme Court Up- 
holds Decision Stocks and 
Bonds Will Be In-, 
validated.

Nashville, Tenn., July 14.—The court of 
chancery appeals delivered an opinion on 
the street railway cases this morning and 
the decision invalidates and declares void 
the consolidation attempted to be effect- 
ed in 1900 by the constitutent lines of the 
Nashville railway. 

Six bills were filed on behalf of fhe tax- 
payers and the city to enjoin the consoli- 
dation, and to declare a reversion to the 
city for breach of contract of the fran- 
chise and rights to the use of the streets. 

The city contended that the consolida- 
tion was effected without its consent and 
sought by quo warranto proceedings to 
have a forfeiture taken of the company’s 
charter and to abrogate its right to the 
use of the streets. The railway company 
insisted that its right to a use of the 
streets wag a perpetuity and the court 
upheld this contention. 

The consolidated properties are bonded 
at $6,500,000and stocked for a dike amount. If 
the supremé court upholds the decision fhe 
railway company will be compelled to 
make terms with the city before @ con- 
solidation can be effgcted or the constit- 
uent lines will have to be operated sepa- 
rately and independently and the consoli- 
dated stocks and bonds will be imvali- 
dated. a

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NEGROES URGED. 
“TO PAY TAXES 


Prominent Leaders of Race 
Organize Association for 
That Purpose. 


SHOULD NOT SEEK TO 
ESCAPE OBLIGATIONS 


Hight Court Houses Erected in State 
in Past Year—Efficacy of the 
Mad Stone—Convicts Ask 
for Pardon—Crop Out- 
look Is Brighter. 


Jackson, Miss., July 14.—(Special.)—A 
movement has been launched among the 
negroes of Mississippi to induce the mem- 
bers of the race to pay all taxes legaliy 
assessed against them. The movement 
has its incipiency in Marion county, 
where the Negro Taxpayers’ Association 
has been organized, and similar associa- 
tions are to be put on foot in other parts 
of the state. 

The resolutions adopted declare that it 
is a public injustice that any class of 
people should seek to escape fulfillment 
of any obligation justly due from them; 
that the poll tax requirement is reasonabl3 
and just, and all male negroes stop the 
habit of evading the tax, thereby bring- 
ing reproach upon the race and intellec- 
tual poverty upon their children. 

In conclusion the resolution declares 
that the suppression of crime among the 
negroes can be greatly aided by enforcing 
the payment of taxes and thus making 
them better citizens. 

Students of the race problem who have 
made inquiry into the matter say there is 
no cause for alarm in the organization of 
these organizations, and that it is not 
likely to result in a general movement 
among the negroes to qualify for citizen- 
ship. or an attempt to exercise the elec- 
tive franchise. Its purpose is purely 
patriotic and the poll tax collections, 
which the associaion proposes to en- 
force, are devoted to the common school 
fund, and their payment will give better 
educational advantages for the negro 
children. 

New Court Houses Built. 

Wilkinson county has awarded contract 
for the erection of a new court house 


‘which will cost $50,000 when completed 


and furnished. Dnuring the past year 
eight counties in the state have built new 
temples of justice. 

Effizacy of Madstones. 


The efficaé? of the madstone Its a subject 
on which < Anecioe have conflicting opin- 
fons, many @eclaring that the madstone 
is a humbug and has no curative proper- 
ties. In north Mississippi, however, there 
are two madstones that have become fa- 
mous and the people throughout that sec- 
tion of the state have implicit confidence 
that they are a sure antidote for hydro- 
phobia. The Milan madstone, kept at 
Holly Springs, was used only a few days 
since to cure a boy who had been bitten 
by a vicious dog, and the stone stuck to 
the wound for twenty-five hours. The 
Waldrip madstone, kept at Tavlor’s, has 
been in use for more than 100 years and 
is noted for its efficacy and has been 
used many times each year by persons 
from all parts of the state. On one oc- 
casion it is known to have saved four- 
teen children who had been bitten by a 
mad dog. A horse, bitten at the same 
time with the children, died from hydro- 


‘phobia. 


Petition for Pardons. 


mw Governor Longino fs being besieged with 


‘petitions for pardon, not only of prisoners 
confined in the penitentiary, but for per- 
sons given sentences on county convict 
farms as well, and during the past ten 
fays he has granted several pardons of 

e latter kind. 

A petition has been received by the 
rovernor asking a pardon for Grant 
Kelly, a Jasper county prisoner serving a 
life sentence for the murder of William 
Weir in 1887. Kelly has made an excellent 
record as a convict and on two occasions 
he has rendered service of conspicuous 
merit. 

The governor has also been petitioned to 
pardon Sallie Phillips, a Holmes county 
negress, serving a seven-year sentence for 
manslauchter. 

Crop Outlook Brighter. 

In several parts of the state the early 
planting of corn which was burned up 
during the recent drought is being cut 
down and the land replanted with corn. 
The farmers believe that. in case of a 
late fall, thev wil} have plenty of time in 
which to raise a new crop, and if the 
plant should be cut off from fruition by 
early frost it will make good fodder. 

Good rains visited many sections of the 
state during the past week and the crop 
outlook is now considerably brighter than 
it has been for six weeks. There has becn 
no general spread of the Mexican boll 
weevil among cotton and the prospects 
look good for an average yield of the 
staple.

TELES OF SWAMP LANDS 
Geography Published in Latter Part 
of Eighteenth Century. 


Louisville Was Then Seat of Govern- 
ment of Georgia — Savannah 
Largest Town at That Time. 


Waycross, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—An 
old geography, published in the latter part 
of the eighteenth century, now in the pos- 
session of a citizen of Waycross, tells 
of @ great swamp “covering almost the 
entire southern part of Gearet. called 
the Ouaquaphanoqua. This swamp, or 
rather, marsh, lies between the Flint 
and Oakmulge rivers, and is 180 miles in 
circumference. From it issue the St. Mary 
and Juan rivers.” Of course, this swamp 
is the one now called the ‘“‘Okefenokee,’’ 
covering the southern part of Ware and 
part of Chariton counties. The old geog- 
raphy also states that ‘‘Turtle river, Lit- 
tle Sitilla or St. Ille, Great Sitilla, Crook- 
ed river and St. Mary form a part of the 
southern boundary of the United States.’’ 
When this book was printed what is now 
the state of Florida was owned by’Spain. 

The geography also states that ‘‘Louits- 
ville, the seat of government of Georgia, 
stands near the Ogechee river, 1® miles 
from its mouth. It is yet only a village, 
containing forty or fifty houses, but is fast 
increasing. Savannah is the largest town 
in the state. It stands on a sandy bluff, 
40 feet above high water mark, on the 
south side of the Savannah river, 18 miles 
from the bar. It is regularly built in 
the form of a parallelogram, and has 
about 5,000 inHabitants. It has eight 
places of public worship, a Presbyterian, 
Episcopal, Lutheran, Baptist, Roman 
Catholic, one for the blacks, who have 
a church of 1,400 communicants, and a 
Jewish synagogue. Sunbury is a small 
Seaport town, 40 miles southwest of Sa- 
vannah, and ha sa safe and convenient 
harbor. Frederica, the island of St. Si- 
mon, is the first town bufit in Georg?®, 
and was founded by General Oglethorpe.”’ 
“The Muskogee or Greek Indians inhabit 
the middle part of the state, and are 
the most numerous tribe of Indians of 
any within the limits of the United 
States. Their whole number is about 25,- 
000 souls, of whom between 5,000 and 6.000 
are gun men. They are hardy, sagacious, 
ee people, extremely jealous of their 
rights.

He was in command of his reg- 
iment at Vicksburg, and one day asked 
a private for the loan of a gun which he 
was aiming at the enemy when a ball 
plerced his left breast and he fell dead. 
His commission as a brigadier general 
had been issued at Richmond four days 
before his death and he never knew of 
his promotion. / 

Examination of Teachers. 

The state board of examiners are hard 
at work on the papers of the last exami- 
nation of teachers held in the several 
counties. It was thought that under the 
new examination law the number apply- 
ing would fall off, as the ranks were fill- 
ed up.

A Greenesboro wood-working plant is 
making mantels for W. J. Bryan’s new 
residence. He has four for rooms on the 
first floor, and these are the _ costliest 
ever made in this state, which turns out 
such vast quantities of furniture and 
ships it to all parts of the United States, 
to Canada and Mexico.

Regard Council’s Action as 


Changing the Situation. 
In Meantime the Old 


Shack Remains. 


Governor Candler has no present inten- 
tion of calling the state depot commis- 
sion together in the near future. 

When asked yesterday whether, in view 
of the action of the city council in veto- 
ing the idea of surrendering streets as 
contemplated in the Gilbert plans he 
would call the commission tegether, Gov- 
ernor Candler said: 

“I see no present necessity for a meet- 
ing of the commission. The status as I 
see it is not changed. We have made 


& business proposition to the railroads 
and we are awaiting their answer.”’ 


In the meantime, President Spencer 
Says: 

“I prefer not to disrcuss the union sta- 
tion question further until the state au- 
thorities shall. heve decided whether cr 
not they will build a station.” 

While Governor Candler declined to give 
tis views in more detail, it is understood 
that he does not regard the action of the 
Atianta council as changing the situa- 
tion in any matertal degree. In his view, 
the state has the right to condemn such 
portions of the adjacent streets as it 
may deem necessary for depot purposes 
/and the city cannot help ftself. Of course 
‘there must be reasonable compensation 
for the land taken. With this view of the 
situation with regard to the streets, it is 
contended that the main question is not 
affected by the council's refusa] to cede 
t streets. 

The right of the state to condemn is 
\cknowledged, but it is contended on the 
«ther hand that condemnation must be 
eliminated from consideration as a prac- 
tical proposition, since the total appro- 
priation of the legislature is but $500,000. 
An Atlanta real estate man, discussing 
this phase of the situation yesterday, 
said: 

“Tt .s all right to talk about condem- 
nation, but what about paying for the 
Jand? Why. on any fair basis of valua- 
tion, the biggest kind of a hole wouid 
be eaten into that $500,000 by the pay- 
ments for that land. There would be 
something left, of course; but Atlanta 
dirt is valuable and after the half of 
Wall street from Lord to Whitehall had 
been paid for, no very imposing structure 
could be erected with what was left.” 

The Old Shack Remains. 

Everybody in Atlanta is hoping that 
there will be some move in the near fu- 
ture. The general feeling is that Atlanta 
is suffering from needless delays. While 
the different parties immediately involved 
in the negotiations are apparently sparr- 
ing for position, Atilanta’s disgrace grows 
deeper daily and the lives of thousands 
of people are needlessly jeopardized by 
the miserable accommodations at the old 
car shed.

WAS THE GUEST OF HONOR. 


President Burton Smith Returns from 
Indiana, Where He Spoke on 
Two Occasions. 

Burton Smith, president of the Georgia 
Bar Association, has returned to the city 
after a visit to Indianapolis. where he 
went as the special guest of the Indiana 

Bar Assoctation. 

Mr. Smith was the special orator of the 
annual meeting of the association. His 
subject was, “Why Seek Ye the Living 
Among the Dead?’ and of his speech The 
Indianapolis Journal said: 


The burden of Mr. Smith’s talk was the 
tendency among modern lawyers, as he sees it, 
to adhere too strongly to ancient principles 
and practices of the law, which, he declared, 
have little application to present-day life. The 
speaker eulogized the Romans, to whom he 
gave credit for originating the common law. 
“*But,”’ said ‘he, ‘‘of such ancient origin, mod- 
ifled little except by the bold and free bar- 
barians who overthrew Roman civilization, 
how can we expect this old body of rules and 
jaws to be equal to the solution of the ques- 
tione of today ?’’ 

Mr. Smith said that not merely the younger, 
but the older and more eminent lawyers of 
today, are guilty of this fault of too greatly 
revering the traditions of the past. ‘‘We laugh 
at the American savage,’’ said he, ‘‘or the In- 
dian medicine man for fetich worship and voo- 
doo charms, and yet we, the lawyers of today, 
‘heir of all ages in the foremost files of 
times,’ perpetuate day after day absurdities 
which, when attacked by cartoonists and rid- 
iculed by lampoonists, we can ‘neither attempt 
to palliate nor deny.’ ” 

Mr. Smith said that the rules of pleadings 
and methods of practice arranged for ancient 
conditions do not at all meet the exigencies of 
today, and yet students are still set to poring 
over the ancient text-books. The speaker in- 
sisted that a lawyer ehould employ modern 
methods, just the same as does a mechanic, 
He made a strong plea for the recognition of 
law as a practical rather than %n abstract 
science, and said that the student of the pres- 
ent has as little concern in the Magna Charta 
as the commander of a modern army would 
have in the weapons used by the barons who 
compelled King John to yield that document. 


Mr. Smith was one of the speakers at 
the annual dinner. His subject was, “Is 
There a New South?” and of his response 
The Indianapolis Journal has the fol- 
lowing: 

The first to respond to a toast was Mr. Smith, 
who had previously gained distinction by de- 
livering the annual address before the associa- 
tion at its opening session Tuesday morning. 
Mr. Smith spoke to the subject, ‘‘Ie There a 
New South?’’ and his address abounded in hu- 
mor and eloquence. He said the question 
whether there is a new south depends upon 
two issues, the negro race and the war. The 
speaker's references to the war were touched 
with a spirit of jofty patriotiem that evoked 
‘George Washington, Thomas 
other gentlemen from 
our ‘neck of the woods,’ ’’ declared Mr. Smith, 
‘thelped to establish , the union. We were in 
it then and we are in ft now, and we always 
expect to be in it, and to uphold it.”” (Ap- 


plause). 

Mr. Smith concluded his interesting address 
by agfribute to the lawyers of Indiana that 
precipitated a tumult of applause. “I never ex- 
pect,’ he said, ‘“‘to see people more like my 
own people than the magnificent lawyers of 


the state of Indiana. -

LEE MURDER CASE APPEALED. 


Bill of Exceptions Filed, Carrying 
Motion for New Trial to the 
Supreme Court. 

The bill of exceptions in the Millard 
Lee murder case was filed yesterday 
afternoon with Clerk Arnold Broyles, of 
the superior court. The exceptions are 
to Judge Candler’s decision in overruling

ISS JESSIE DELANE, of New 
M York, a banjoist of reputation, is 

the guest of her cousin, Dr. Virgil 
D. Hardon, and those who have been 
privileged to meet her are charmed with 
ber art and her personality, so that 
her visit here is a pleasure, artistically 
and socially. 

She talks most interestingly of her art 
@nd what has been accomplished in it, 
and illustrates its beauties delightfully. 

“Why did I make the banjo my spe- 
cialty?’’ she said yesterday among in- 
quiring friends. ‘Its nationality and its 
uniqueness appealed to me. Because it 
is an American instrument, I think all 
Americans who are musicians should 
learn to play the banjo, and that was 
one reason that influenced me, while its 
unusualness, as I say, was another thing 
that attracted me. 

‘Tt is very popular in New York—pop- 
Wlar in the better sense of the word—and 
there are some great teachers and some 
great artists whose fame is due to their 
puccess with this instrument. I studied 
for a number of years with noted banjo- 
fists, and for five years—since I chal- 
lenged American banjoists to play with 
me for the championship—a challenge 
which has never been taken up—I have 
played frequently “in public in this coun- 
try on flattering occasions, and have been 
offered engagements in England. 

“The art of banjo-playing has come to 
be a favorite in England, but the English 

g..Instrument is different, and I think infe- 
‘ior to the American. There are. four 
Bretyles of playing the American instru- 
mament—the stroke, the guitar, the tremu- 
blo and the harmonic—while the English 
ervinstrument can be played only according 
hi to the guitar style. The American banjo 
© \s being constantly improved and will in 
time, I believe, rank as an excelling 
dnstrument with the violin. It did not 
-originate with the negroes, as some peo- 
“ ple think, but the idea came from a 
Chinese instrument, and in its present 
development so far surpasses the banjo 
the negroes learned to play that it hard- 
ly seems the same instrument. The some- 
what prevalent: idea that the darkeys 
introduced the banjo arose from the fact 
that the banjo was taken up by the.old- | 
time “‘black faced’’ minstrels, who were, | 
of course, not negroes at all. The songs 
the darkeys sing—the coon songs—sound 
better on the banjo than on any other 
instrument, but the banjo is not better 
suited to this class of music than any 
other.”’ 

“Has there been written much music 
for the banjo?’’ Miss Delane was asked. 

“Yes, there is quite a store of banjo 
music. It is much easier, indeed, to find 
Bolo music for the banjo than for the 
guitar. The banjo’s pitch is ‘A,’ however, 
and of other string instruments it is ‘°C,’ 
consequently to play on the banjo music 
written for other instruments requires 
fome trouble in transposing.’’ 

Miss Delane then played several things 
to illustrate the different styles, explain- 
ing that the stroke which appears the 
eimplest is the most difficult of the four. 
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which, on account of the lack of such 
music for the banjo, she had to arrange 
for herself, and when she ceased her 
impromptu programme she pointed out 
fhe fact that she had not had resort to 
darkey music for any of the charming 
entertainments she gave.

turns of the arrow on the wheel. Pocket 
linives were placed around the wheel op- 
posite the numbers. When a turn was 
made the knife at which the arrow point- 
ed when it stopped belonged to the per 
s0n making the turn. To the person 
holding the ticket with the lucky nur- 
ber on it a prize of 59 cents was given. 
It was an out and out gambling device 
and McBee himself was making money 
out of it among the negroes. 

Recorder Broyles informed McBee that 
such a gambling arrangement would not 
be tolerated in the city. 

“It is against the law to run such a 
machine in Atlanta,’’ the recorder stated, 
“and you must not do So any more.” 

“T will not, your honor,’’ replied the 
prisoner. 

“Then you can go,’ said Recorder 
Broyles, “for I do not feel like fining a 
man in your condition.’”’ 

McBee left the court room on his 
crutches, his paralyzed leg dragging be- 
hind him on a wooden frame resting on a 
roller skate.

Bishop Candler’s remarks were well ap- 
preciated, and were interspersed with 
sparkling humor. After the benediction 
the meeting adjourned.

Then came a movement of strong 
Spot cotton interests to sccure August con- 
tracts which gave the shorts in that month 
@ fresh scaro, following the scramble of 
Saturday to cover. Prices worked from 8 44 
to 8.62 before the nervousness of the bears 
Wore away and for the rest of the session that 
option held steady with offerings at all times 
light. July was sympathetically firm but 
neglected. September shared slightly in the 
#ummer months’ strength. The distant posi- 
tions slowly sagged under late reports from 
Washington which gave light to heavy rains 
in mearly every district of the belt. The 
forecast was for showers in the eastern, cen- 
tral and portions of the western belt. Belief 
that. these rains would cause a bearish report 
for the week from Washington tomorrow, and 
would lead to general selling for outside ac- 
counts, induced the bears to increase their

New York, July 14.—The local market for 
cotton futures today opened quietly with first 
prices unchanged to 3 points lower, and for 
a& time there was an easier tendency under 
fair degree of liquidations. Disappointed 
longs sold moderately, while some of the more 
confident bears brought considerable pressure 
against values. The news consisted of reports 
of showers throughout the belt, almost every 
state from the Carolinas down to Texas report- 
ing more or less rain over the Sunday inter- 
val, and crop reports as a whole were rather 
bearishly inclined except from Georgia and 
the central southern portion of the belt. Con- 
trary to expectations, the more conserva- 
tive local shorts and prominent Philadelphia 
cotton -houses bought the August option on a 
liberal scale, and this led to a scramble among 
smaller shorts for cover. There was also a 
fair lot of investment support, and the late 
months improved sympathetically. However, 
the leading trade at the moment was in Au- 
gust option. At the better prices all around, 
however, there was more or less selling in 
view of the generally favorable weather and 
crop information, but timid shorts and bears 
took advantage of the lower prices on which 
to reduce their commitments. The late mar- 
ket was disposed to follow a similar course, 
and while the offerings of the winter month 
were ample generally, the summer and fall 
months were quite well protected as a result 
of the scattered demand.

Atlanta, July 1!4.—Liverpool futures opened 
2 to 3 points lower on near deliveries, but 
these -were stronger on the close, while far off 
months were easier. Spots were unchanged, 
retaining their advance of Saturday with 
sales of 10,000 bales. On this side there was 
an air. of indifference, that finally culminated 
in a willingness to let prices take care of 
themselves. Fresh rain reports from _ scat- 
tered portions caused a selling movement with 
declines of several points, but afterwards a 
steady tone was established. The weekly gov- 
ernment bureau report tomorrow is expected to 
indicate a decided improvement in the con- 
dition of the crop as a result of rain, and if 
it fails to do s80, much disappointment will 
be observed. The enormous discounts on the 
new crop deliveries are a great disadvantage 
to short sellers, which makes it exceedingly 
necessary for them to watch both the Sot 
situation and crop outlook with extra care. 
It is no one-sided market by far. Both sides 
are anxiously awaiting fresh developments. 

Stocks—A number of important stocks, whose 
movements are always influential In respect 
to the remainder of the market, were deait in 
at the highest point of the year. These were 
St. Paul, Atchison and Missouri Pacific. A 
number of high grade issues attained new high 
levels of the symmer. The  deal- 
ings in these stocks were large in volume 
and the general market sales footed up a 
respectable total. Union Pacific was excep- 
with it sym- 
pathetically reflected a rise in Southern P.- 
cific. The dividend on Union Pacifie will be 
declared the last week in this month, and 
conjecture was active today as to whether 
the management had in contemplation an ad- 
vance in rate. The rise in St. Paul was at- 
tended by suggestions that the stock would be 
put upon a per cent basis in September. 
Other extensive movements were in Denver 
and Rio Grande, Illinois Central and New 
York Central. Among the industrial issues 
irregular tendencies prevailed. The London 
market was not affected by changes in the 
British cabinet, but the dealings in this market 
for foreign account continued in light vol- 


ume. 
Wheat—The market was firm early and held 
very well until late in the day, when it broke 
and closed %@%c lower than Saturday. This 
was due to liquidation by a few local longs 
in anticipation of a freer movement of Ne- 
braska wheat for this market. On the decline 
there was a fair scattering demand. There 
seems to be a disposition of cautiousness on 
the bull aide, but it is noticeable that the 
harvest sections have no selling orders. The 
inerease in the visible supply of 686,000 bush- 
els is the first on the crop. We still believe 
the elements of strength in wheat will assert 
themselves before long, and to our view an 
opportunity of making money is afforded by 
buying wheat on any breaks. 
* Corn—The fluctuations in corn and easier 
market was caused by the estimate of 840 
cars for tomorrow. Brokers were good sellers 
of September in the interests of elevator pev- 
ple. July continues to be a fancy deal and 
executes its ‘‘loop to loop’’ quotations.

Of course, being an execu- 
tive officer makes a great deal of differ- 
ence, as in the future all appointments 
in the traffic department will be made 


by him. 
It is understood. that W. E. Estes, 


assistant gengral freight agent, is to be 
made general freight agent. This posi- 
tion has been’ vacant since Mr. Winburn 
was made traffic manager last fall. It 
fs also generally accepted that Claim 
Agent J. L. Graham is to made assistant 
general freight agent, and that he is to 
be succeeded by J. F. Gray, who is now 
connected with the freight department. 

Mr. Winburn’s career in the railway 
service has been one of unchanging suc- 
cess. It has not been phenomenal since 
those who are closely associated with 
him and are thoroughly acquainted with 
his many admirable qualities have ex- 
pected nothing else. . His rise has been 
rapid, but no matter in what position 
he has been placed, he has always meas- 
urea up to his responsibilities and proved 
himself a thoroughly capable man. 

Mr. Winburn is a Georgia boy. He was 
born and reared in Gainesville and gained 
his first knowledge of the railway busi- 
ness around the office of the old Rich- 
mond & Danville in that city. His entire 
service has been with roads in the south- 
east. After spending ‘several years in 
the service of the Richmond & Danville 
he went with the Western North Caro- 
lina and afterwards with the Columbus 
Southern. It is chiefly as an official of 
the Central of Georgia that he has be- 
come known to the railway world.

PETITIONS IN BANKRUPTCY 


Cook Has Liabilities of $8,963, and 
Not a Cent of Assets. 


WANTS HIS DEBTS WIPED OUT 


Caleb Hill Also; Filed a Petition for 
Relief—Has Only His Clothes 
and Furniture. 


A rather unique petition in bankruptcy 
was filed in the United States district 
court yesterday. A. §S.. Cook, who says 
he ie a real estate salesman, filed the 
petition through his attorney, W. O.

Cook are put at $8,963.66, while his assets 
are shown to not one cent. Claims 
to the amount of $4,627.66 are unsecured.

Mr. Cook swears that he has not the 
money to pay the costs of the court.

Another petition in bankruptcy was 
filed by Caleb P. Hill through his attor- 
ney, Walter McBPlreath. In this petition 
Hill claims that his Habilities amount to

use by him worth $25 and household and 
kitchen furniture worth $150, which is 
exempt from seizure under the home- 
stead law, Hill being the head of a 
family,

AT THE POSTOFFICE 


| More Room Will Be Made for the 


Rapidly Growing Business. 
OFFICIALS AT WORK ON PLANS 


Another Stamp Window Will Be Put 
In—Money Order Department 
' Moved to Second Floor. 
Postmaster’s Office Will 
Be Moved. 


J. C. Holmes, Unitea States inspector 
of public buildings, fs in’ the city pre- 
paring specifications for a number of !m- 
portant improvements and changes which 
will shortly be made in Atlanta’s post- 
office buflding. Business at fhe postoffice 
has grown to such proportions that the 
accommodations on the first floor are 
entirely inadequate, 

The most important fmprovement 60 
far as the convenience of the public is 
concerned will be the installation of 
another stamp window. 

Postmaster Blodgett stated yesterday 
that sometimes as many as $2,400 worth 
of stamps are sold in one day, and 


sometimes those who come to buy 
stamps are kept waiting several min- 
utes before their t{me comes to be 
served. This is a great inconveniencé 
to the public, and hence the installation 
of another window. The ‘“mixie office’ 
will be moved upstairs and its present 
quarters will be converted into a stamp 
office. 

The carriers’ swing rooms, now on 
the second floor, will be moved to the 
basement. The money order department 
will be moved to the second floor, occu- 
plying rooms 2% and 2. 

Postmaster’s New Office. 


The room occupied at present by the 
money order department will be remod- 
eled for the use of the postmaster. It 
will be divided into two offices, one of 
which will be the private office of the 
postmaster. 

The basement annex will be put in re- 
pair with elevator conveniences, and 
with whatever else is necessary for the 
handling of second-class mail matter. 

The specifications which are now be- 
ing prepared by Inspector Holmes will 
be sent out in the next few days for bids 
by H. A. Rucker, custodian for the build- 
ing. It is hoped by tbe officials that 
bids will be turned in at the earliest 
possible date so that the contract may be 
awarded immediately. 

The congested condition at present is 
a matter of great inconvenience both to 
the officials and the public, so Postmaster 
Blodgett is very desirous of getting the 
contemplated work completed as soon as 
possible.
